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One  of  the  many  ways  Loyola  helps  first-year  students  transition 
from  high  school  to  college  is  by  giving  them  the  option  to 
participate  in  a pre-toll  orientation  program.  All  incoming  first- 
year  students  hove  the  option  to  apply  to  one  of  five  different 
programs  based  on  interest.  By  participating  in  these  programs 
students  have  the  opportunity  to  move  into  school  early  and 
spend  time  getting  acclimated  to  Loyola's  environment  all  while 
building  bonds  with  other  students  that  have  similar  interests. 

Loyola  offers  pre-fall  programs  for  any  and  all  interests  in  the 
hopes  of  appealing  to  a wide  variety  of  students.  MAP  is  a 
program  coordinated  by  ALANA  (African,  Latino,  Asian,  and 
Native  American)  services,  but  open  to  everyone.  In  this  program 
students  have  the  opportunity  to  learn  about  the  resources  of 
the  University,  explore  Baltimore,  and  participate  in  team- 
building activities. 

Outdoor  Adventure  Experience  (OAE)  is  an  option  for 
adventurous  first-year  students.  In  this  program  students 
embark  on  a few  daylong  adventures,  participating  in  any  of  the 
following  trips:  backpacking,  climbing,  sea  kayaking, 
Whitewater  kayaking,  canoeing,  or  caving.  Students  are  split  into 
groups  of  about  10  people  plus  a student  leader  or  alumnus, 
allowing  for  close  bonds  to  be  formed. 

Another  program  offered  is  called  the  Student  Orientation  to 
Service  (SOS),  where  13  students  are  taken  into  Baltimore  for  a 
few  days  to  learn  about  community  service  opportunities. 
Students  learn  about  the  social  justice  issues  that  are  occurring 
in  the  new  city  in  which  they  live,  and  are  also  oriented  into 
Loyola's  CCSJ  (Center  for  Community  Service  and  Justice) 
program. 
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Connections  is  a program  where  students  transition  into 
college  and  build  friendships  while  focusing  on  both  prayer 
and  their  Jesuit  identity.  Students  are  introduced  to  Campus 
Ministry  and  have  the  opportunity  to  explore  Baltimore  through 
a day  of  service,  a scavenger  hunt,  and  an  Orioles  baseball 
game.  Through  a mix  of  faith  practices  and  fun  activities, 
students  form  connections  with  people  that  share  their  same 
principles. 

Pathways  to  Peer  Leadership  is  a program  coordinated  by  the 
Peer  Education  Program.  Students  participate  in  a certification- 
training program  where  they  have  the  opportunity  to  explore 
Baltimore  and  the  Loyola  community,  participate  in  team- 
building activities,  and  become  prepared  to  be  better  leaders 
and  educators  on  campus. 

After  students  participate  in  their  programs,  all  five  orientation 
groups  come  together  for  the  night  at  a dinner  banquet  and 
dance — ^where  they  are  able  to  spend  time  with  their  specific 
pre-fall  group  of  friends  and  integrate  with  other  first-year 
students  that  participated  in  other  programs  as  well.  By 
participating  in  these  amazing  programs  students  are  able  to 
build  long-lasting  friendships  before  the  rest  of  the  first-year 
class  even  moves  onto  campus.

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Long  before  the  fall  semester  at  Loyola  begins,  a group  of  about  80 
students  move  onto  campus  and  prepare  to  welcome  new,  first-year 
students.  The  Evergreens,  a part  of  the  Office  of  Student  Engagement, 
help  organize  and  facilitate  Fall  Orientation  to  ensure  all  first-year 
students  feel  welcomed  and  comfortable  at  their  new  home.  The 
't  weekend  of  orientation  is  overflowing  with  sessions  to  educate  new 
students  on  what  to  expect  academically,  financially,  and  socially  during 
their  time  here  at  Loyola.  Furthermore,  Fall  Orientation  serves  as  a great 
time  for  first-year  students  to  begin  making  connections  with  their  peers 
i!  through  the  various  sessions  and  events  planned. While  the  sessions 
I during  the  day  are  very  informative  and  fun,  the  real  excitement  comes 

I with  the  various  late-night  events  that  are  planned. 

On  Casino  night,  all  of  the  Evergreens  dress  up  in  their  best  attire  and 
act  as  card-dealers.  McGuire  Hall  becomes  filled  with  various  card, 
roulette,  and  craps  tables;  prizes  to  be  given  away;  music  and  snacks; 
I and  most  importantly  first-year  students!  Another  awesome  event  is 
Battle  of  the  Hounds!  This  event  serves  as  a great  way  for  first-year 
students  to  get  to  know  other  members  of  their  residence  halls  in  a fun, 
competitive  way.  The  Residence  Assistants  from  each  residence  hall 
team  up  with  the  Evergreens  to  help  facilitate  interaction  between 
students  from  the  same  building  and  foster  new  connections.  The  event 
starts  with  teams  being  formed  on  the  East  side  and  West  side  of  campus 
respectively  and  then  coming  together  in  Reitz  Arena  far  tailgate  games, 
inflatables,  free  food,  and  t-shirt  giveawaysIThe  First-Year  Luau  is 
another  great  event  where  the  Evergreens  collaborate  with  Options. 
During  the  event.  Options  makes  mock-tails  for  first-year  students, 
provides  free  pizza,  limbo  games,  hula-hoop  contests,  and  even  a photo 
booth! 

One  final  big  late-night  event  during  orientation  is  FAC  Attack!  First-year 
students  all  blitz  the  FAC  to  play  dodgeball,  basketball,  and  volleyball; 
use  the  poal  and  hot  tub;  climb  the  rock  wall;  participate  in  a free  Zumba 
class;  and  compete  for  prizes  all  while  getting  to  meet  the  FAC  staff  and 
see  how  our  great  gym  works!  Perhaps  the  best  part  of  Fall  Orientation 
is  that  every  event  seems  to  usually  culminate  with  a giant  dance  part 
of  some  sorts.  Each  of  these  events  provide  countless  moments  to  be 
remembered  by  both  first-years  and  other  students  alike,  and  cherished 
for  long  after  orientation  ends. 
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Loyola  offers  three  great  programs  to  help  first-year  students 
acclimate  to  both  the  University's  community  and  the  great  city 
of  Baltimore.  Alpha,  Collegium,  and  FE  100  all  provide 
unforgettable  and  unique  experiences  for  students  during  their 
first  semester  here. 

Students  enrolled  in  the  Alpha  program  this  year  took  one  small 
seminar-style  class  with  no  more  than  16  students  on  the  subject 
they  requested.  Loyola  offered  26  different  courses  for  the  Alpha 
program,  each  fulfilling  a core  requirement.  Once  a week  the 
Alpha  classes  met  for  an  extended  hour  to  further  enhance  what 
they  had  learned  in  class  earlier  that  week.  Every  student  taking 
an  Alpha  course  lived  with  other  Alpha  members  in  either 
Campion  Tower  or  a double  room  in  first-year  housing.  In 
addition  to  the  extra  hour  of  class  each  week.  Alpha  faculty 
members  collaborated  with  the  resident  assistants  for  Alpha 
House  members.  Outside  of  the  classroom,  students 
participated  in  various  activities,  including  community  service 
projects,  monthly  Jesuit  values  dinner  discussions,  and  a theater 
trip.  Many  students  enjoyed  the  added  discussion  hour  to  bond 
with  their  new  friends  and  classmates  while  learning  about  a 
topic  they  all  enjoyed. 

The  Collegium  course  is  a living  and  learning  program  for  first- 
year  students.  Collegium  students  live  on  the  same  floor  as 
classmates  in  two  of  their  classes.  All  of  the  courses  offered  in 
Collegium  are  either  required  core  courses  or  fulfill  core 
distribution  requirements.  In  addition  to  the  classes,  activities  like 
dinners  with  faculty,  trips  to  Washington  D.C.  and  Baltimore 
Harbor,  and  community  service  opportunities  are  planned  by 
faculty.  The  Collegium  students  are  also  enrolled  in  First-Year 
Experience,  the  third  first-year  program  that  Loyola  offers. 

The  final  program  Loyola  offers  to  first-year  students,  First-Year 
Experience  (FE  100),  is  a one-credit  class  that  meets  once  a week 
in  an  informal  setting  and  is  instructed  by  a faculty  member, 
administrator,  and  upperclassman.  It  is  designed  to  help 
students  learn  more  about  the  various  opportunities  Loyola  and 
Baltimore  provide.  Each  week  a different  topic  is  discussed 


ranging  from  time  management  to  outdoor  adventure 
experiences.  The  class  also  arranges  one  community  service 
activity  and  one  excursion  to  Baltimore  city.  A special  FE  100 
Leadership  course  is  also  available.  This  class  is  limited  to  just 
32  students  who  live  on  the  same  floor  in  the  Flannery  O'Connor 
residence  hall.  It  places  extra  emphasis  on  becoming  an 
effective  leader  and  provides  special  opportunities,  like  a retreat 
during  the  spring  semester  with  the  members  of  thfe  leadership 
community. 

No  matter  which  program,  the  first-year  students  who  were 
enrolled  within  any  of  these  great  opportunities  experienced  an 
enhanced  version  of  Loyola,  engaging  them  on  and  off  campus 
and  preparing  them  for  their  future  years  here.

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SPECTRUM 
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My  name  is  Eric  Oropesa.  I am  a proud  gay  man  and  the 
president  of  the  Spectrum  Organization  at  Loyola  University 
Maryland.  During  my  time  here,  many  people  have  asked  me 
when  exactly  did  I "know"  that  I was  gay.  I appreciate  the 
terminology  "know"  as  opposed  to  "when  did  you  become  gay?" 
because  this  shows  their  realization  that  one's  sexual  identity  is 
in  fact  innate  rather  than  a choice.  I knew  that  I was  a gay  man 
in  6th  grade.  This  may  seem  early  to  many  people,  but  I just 
knew.  I knew  I was  much  different  than  many  of  the  boys  in  my 
class  and,  like  most  individuals  who  realize  they  are 
homosexual,  was  quite  scared  and  lost.  I had  an  internal 
struggle  for  about  four  years  before  I was  able  to  come  to  terms 
with  the  fact  that  this  was  the  life  that  I was  destined  to  live.  I 
attended  an  all-boys  catholic  school  my  freshman  year  of  high 
school  and  was  subjected  to  constant  bullying  on  a daily  basis. 
I was  shoved  into  lockers,  called  terrible  things,  and  was 
occasionally  violently  attacked  all  because  I was  "different".  After 
all  of  the  turmoil,  rather  than  continuing  to  lie  to  myself  and  stay 
in  the  closet,  I took  a stand  and  asserted  my  individuality  and 
decided  to  follow  my  heart.  The  first  person  I came  out  to  as  a 
gay  man  was  my  mother. 

j It  was  a cold  and  rainy  March  afternoon,  and  my  mother  pulled 
j the  car  over  because  I couldn't  seem  to  stop  crying.  She  threw 
I the  keys  into  the  trunk  and  looked  me  square  in  the  eye  and 
said,  "We're  not  moving  until  you  tell  me  what's  wrong."  I tried 
i lying  to  her,  but  she  could  always  see  right  through  me. 
‘ Eventually  I came  out  with  it,  "Mom,  I'm  gay."  She  looked  at  me

been  an  actor  in  a fair  number  of  plays,  I had  c 
preconceived  concept  of  what  a 'Director'  was-  some  strange 
mix  between  a circus  ringleader  and  a maid-  whose  basic 
function  was  to  provide  me  with  an  opportunity  to  perform.  The 
funny  thing  is,  I wasn't  wrong;  I lust  didn't  appreciate  the  intricacy 
of  that  mix.  Bringing  Brecht's  "The  Wedding  & Stoppard's"  and 
Stoppard's  "The  Real  Inspector  Hound"  to  the  stage  was  a feat, 
every  bit  as  difficult  as  getting  tigers  to  balance  atop  one  another, 
and  every  bit  stressful  as  being  the  cleaning  lady  in  a zany 
comedyaboutoutofcontrol  children.  Acting  is  about  embracing 
your  creativity,  basking  in  it,  allowing  absolute  commitment  to 
pure  expression,  bringing  to  the  forefront  all  the  complexities 
and  nuances  of  the  human  mind  in  the  form  of  a character.  A 
director's  job  is  to  take  that  raw  chaotic  emotion  and  coax  it  into 
a cohesive  image. 


There  is  little  difference  between  directing  or  painting  or 
sculpting;  first  you  choose  the  image  you  wish  to  present,  then 
you  select  your  materials,  shortly  thereafter  you  realize  the  task 
ahead  of  you,  have  a drink,  and  cry.  But  seriously,  there  is  as 
much  subtlety  and  depth  in  the  way  a character  enters  the  room, 
as  there  is  in  the  stroke  of  the  brush  that  accentuates  a specific 
swirl  in  Starry  Night. 


The  job  of  the  director  is  to  make  sure  all  the  performances,  the 
brush  strokes  if  you  will,  complement  one  another  in  a cohesive 
presentation  of  the  final  product  while  simultaneously  standing 
up  to  individual  scrutiny.  Not  to  mention  making  sure  that:  the 
set  is  finished  on  time,  props  and  costumes  are  in  order,  lighting 
and  sound  are  just  right,  doors  on  stage  don't  get  stuck  halfway 
through  the  show,  the  collapsible  furniture  doesn't  collapse  until 
it  is  supposed  to,  and  making  sure  to  wear  a smile  the  whole 
time.  I loved  every  second  of  the  directing  process  and  I could 
not  be  more  grateful  to  my  cast  and  crew  for  every  minute  we 
shared  working  together. 
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Meet  Professor  Lisa  Yeo,  o new  face  here  at  Loyola.  Professor 
Yeo,  an  Infarmafion  Sysfems  teacher,  is  new  to  teaching  but  is 
no  stranger  ta  technical  IT.  Having  grown  up  in  Ontario,  Canada 
and  moving  throughout  Canada  her  entire  life,  she  decided  fo 
move  fo  Balfimore  to  further  a career  in  teaching.  "Loyala 
seemed  ta  be  a perfect  fit,"  said  Prafessor  Yeo.  While  there  were 
many  things  that  influenced  her  decision  to  move  to  the  states, 
a big  factor  was  "the  warm  weather,"  she  said  in  midst  of  a 
laugh.  Professor  Yeo  complefed  her  undergrad  af  fhe  Universify 
of  Waferloo  wifh  a major  in  math.  After  finishing  her  graduate 
program  at  the  University  of  Alberta,  she  went  straight  to  working 
in  the  corporate  world.  At  first,  computer  programming  seemed 
to  be  a good  fit  seeing  as  she  had  always  been  good  with 
computers.

Loyola  SGA  spearheaded  Rock  the  Vote  and  voter 
registration  on  campus.  Forms  for  all  fifty  states  along  with 
envelopes,  stamps,  and  even  pens,  were  provided  to 
students  to  encourage  engagement  in  the  2012  election.

To  support  SGA's  voter  registration  initiatives,  the  Green  & 
Grey  society  organized  the  Loyola  Votes  campaign  on 
campus.

"I  can't  put  into  words  how  much  I love  teaching  at  Loyola," 
Professor  Angela  Netro  says,  before  a short  pause,  "which 
is  ironic  because  I am  a writing  teacher,"  followed  by  a burst 
of  laughter.  Since  2005,  Professor  Netro  has  been  teaching 
first-year  students  how  to  become  effective  writers,  with  an 
emphasis  on  comma  splices,  sentence  fragments,  and 
subject-verb  agreement  (and  trust  me,  that's  not  all.)  Since 
then,  she  has  created  a lengthy  fan  base  filled  with  students 
of  different  ages  and  majors.  Many  will  agree:  Effective 
Writing  with  Netro  is  one  of  the  most  memorable  classes  at 
Loyola  to  date. 

As  a student  who  was  enrolled  in  Effective  Writing  during 
the  first  semester  of  my  freshman  year,  I know  the  lengths 
at  which  Professor  Netro  took  to  make  her  class  special. 
Her  lesson  plans  mirrored  the  level  at  which  my  classmates 
and  I stood  at  that  time,  and  the  level  of  difficulty  increased 
as  the  semester  continued.  She  focused  on  the  good,  while 
also  making  sure  we  knew  what  needed  more  work.  By  the 
end  of  the  course,  the  amount  by  which  my  writing 
improved  was  exponential.  Four  years  later,  I still  have 
Professor  Netro  to  thank. 

"My  favorite  part  about  being  a teacher  is  watching  students 
have  that  A-HA  moment.  Just  a few  weeks  ago  I was 
reading  a student's  portfolio  and  was  amazed  at  the 
difference  from  the  first  document  to  the  last.  I was  just  so 
proud.  It's  those  moments  you  can't  take  away,"  she  says. 
After  years  of  dedication  to  Loyola  LJniversity  and  the  Writing 
Department,  Professor  Netro  is  saying  farewell.  "Being  here 
af  Loyola  has  taught  me  so  much  about  myself  because  I 
have  grown  up  here  as  well.  It  is  truly  a part  of  who  I am, 
and  it  will  always  be  a part  of  me,  no  matter  where  I go 
from  this  part  forward.

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Project  Mexico  is  on  annual  service- 
immersion  trip  organized  through  the  Center 
for  Community  Service  and  Justice.  A group  of 
1 8 to  20  students  travel  with  faculty  moderators 
and  coordinators  to  learn  about  border  control 
and  immigration  issues  from  both  sides  . This 
year  aur  group  flew  to  San  Diego  and  then 
drove  to  Mexicali  in  Baja  California,  Mexico. 
We  stayed  at  a house  run  by  a community 
development  organization  for  five  days.  Los 
Ninos  main  projectfocuses  on  training  women 
to  work  in  the  community.  These  women, 
known  as  Promotoras,  teach  classes  on 
nutrition  and  have  several  other  projects 
including  a bee  co-op,  a micro-credit 
organization,  and  the  completion  of  their  own 
formal  educations.  The  goal  of  these  projects 
is  to  develop  sustainable  progress  in  growing 
the  communities  of  Mexicali  and  Tijuana.  We 
also  worked  on  different  projects  throughout 
the  community  including  building  green  space 
and  cement  areas  at  an  elementary  school. 
On  our  last  day  in  Mexico,  we  traveled  to  Los 
Algodones,  a rural  community  nearthe  border 
of  Yuma,  Arizona.  We  played  soccer  with  a 
group  of  kids  from  the  neighborhood  and 
learned  about  the  brick  and  tile-making 
businesses  in  the  area.  On  the  San  Diego  side, 
our  trips  and  service  projects  allowed  us  to 
interact  with  experts  in  thefield  of  immigration. 
We  went  on  a tour  with  border  patrol,  did  a 
water  drop  in  the  desert  with  an  organization 
called  Border  Angels,  and  worked  on  a mural 
restoration  in  San  Diego's  Chicano  Park. 
Everyone  we  met  in  Mexico  and  San  Diego 
welcomed  us  and  taught  us  with  both  their 
stories  and  their  lives,  making  the  experience 
an  unforgettable  one. 


The  Jamaican  Experience  faith-based  immersian  trip  has 
transformed  my  entire  perception  of  life.  It's  been  difficult  to  do 
justice  in  answering  the  "How  was  Jamaica'i’"  question,  since  a 
simple  sentence  could  never  fully  describe  the  experience.  To 
cover  the  tasks  we  accomplished  on  the  trip,  I will  simply  list  the 
activities  during  our  week,  knowing  full  well  that  words  will  never 
suffice  when  searching  for  the  proper  way  to  describe  how  each 
one  of  these  events  changed  my  life.  We  built  o house,  visited 
two  preschools  and  o nursing  home,  helped  college  students 
move  in,  and  mode  o few  house  visits.  What  struck  me  most  was 
the  incredible  amount  of  thankfulness  and  trust  in  God  that  these 
people  hod,  despite  the  terrible  conditions  they  were  living  in. 
Their  faith  was  amazing,  and  it  is  something  that  has  inspired 
me  to  transfer  that  faith  and  integrate  it  in  my  own  life  here  at 
Loyola,  and  in  the  community  of  large. 

I know  now,  because  of  the  experience  that  I was  so  blessed  to 
hove,  that  I wont  to  incorporate  service  into  my  post-graduation 
goals.  The  Jamaican  Experience  gave  my  team  and  I the  direct 
opportunity  to  be  "men  and  women  for  and  with  others."  As  our 
facilitator,  George  Miller,  told  us  on  the  trip,  "Sometimes  oil  we 
con  do  is  light  o candle  in  the  darkness."  In  looking  bock  at  our 
work  in  Jamaica,  truer  words  were  never  spoken.  After  oil, 
lighting  o candle  seems  like  o pretty  good  way  to  "Go  forth  and 
set  the  world  on  fire."

Eorking  on  the  all-female  production  of  Shakespeare's  "Titus 
Andronicus"  was  often  as  exciting  off-stage  as  its  action  was  on- 
stage. The  cast  ran  with  the  chance  to  do  something  different 
with  Shakespeare,  In  presenting  a classically  macho  play  with 
an  all  female  cast,  all  the  while  trying  to  approach  the  classic 
themes,  messages,  and  problems  raised  by  the  polarizing  and 
violent  work.  The  director  emphasized,  however,  that  the 
maleness  of  the  characters  was  nothing  to  try  to  overcome, 
ignore,  or  fake:  it  was  only  another  character  element  to  be 
interpreted,  incorporated,  and  expressed.  For  many  this  would 
be  the  only  chance  to  play  these  characters  in  such  a unique 
gender  context,  and,  the  commitment  from  each  to  making  the 
most  of  the  opportunity  was  visible. 


Working  with  Shakespeare's  challenging  and  rich  language  was 
a difficult  task  for  most,  but,  with  the  guidance  of  the  director, 
the  support  of  fellow  actors,  and  the  personal  time  commitment 
from  each,  a deeper  experience  of  the  language  manifested  for 
the  cast-  and  hopefully  for  the  audience  as  well.  The  general 
challenge  of  production  was  easily  surpassed  by  the  general 
camaraderie,  which  made  rehearsal  fun,  positive,  and  often 
filled  with  laughter-  even  amidst  the  dark  plot  sequence. 


It  is,  in  fact,  in  that  delicate  interplay  between  the  hilarious  and 
the  terrifying  that  "Titus  Andronicus"  thrived  off  and  on  the  stage. 
The  actors  and  audience  are  forced  to  struggle  with  the  impulse 
toward  the  hilarious  and  the  reaction  of  horror,  no  doubt  as 
Shakespeare  intended.  Even  while  the  country-fellow  is  led  off 
to  a most  unjust  and  trivially  ordered  death  all  cannot  help  but 
laugh  at  the  comedy  of  the  character  and  his  dear  pigeons.  'Titus 
Andronicus"  has  a momentous  force  built  into  its  very  characters, 
language,  and  action.  This  force  carries  the  actor  and  audience 
further  and  further  into  the  world  of  the  play  so  driven  by  honor, 
duty,  and  necessity  that  the  actors  have  acted  and  audience 
approved  on  the  happenings  of  the  play  before  either  has  duly 
confronted  the  implications-  and  that's  the  point  to  be  made  it 
seems.

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Spring  Break  Outreach  (SBO)  nnarked  my  first  direct  encounter  with 
social  justice  issues  during  my  time  at  Loyola.  It  is  challenging  to 
put  into  words  |ust  how  much  I gained  from  fhis  rewarding  and 
eye-opening  experience.  I was  forced  to  break  from  my  roufine 
and  immerse  myself  in  o new  and  somewhof  uncomforfoble 
environmenf.  This  program  helped  me  recognize  fhof  people  often 
overlook  the  importance  of  gaining  direct  exposure  to  the  problems 
plaguing  our  world  today.  It's  one  thing  to  learn  about  issues  like 
poverty  in  the  classroom,  but  it's  another  thing  to  actually  open 
yourself  up  fo  hove  first-hand  experiences  that  let  you  learn  new 
things  and  contest  your  interpretation  of  fhe  world. 

Before  fhe  trip,  groups  met  together  several  times  to  discuss  social 
justice  issues  affecting  their  sites.  Groups  also  advocated  for 
specific  issues  from  fheir  sites  after  the  trip.  Throughout  the  week, 
oil  SBO  participants  hod  unique  experiences  at  their  respective  sites 
throughout  the  country.  Students  were  encouraged  to  live  simply 
and  were  guided  by  periods  of  formal  reflecfion.  During  my  trip  to 
New  Orleans,  I mode  personal  connections  with  residents  there 
and  also  built  lasting  relationships  with  other  students.  I stepped 
out  of  my  comforf  zone  os  I venfured  into  people's  homes  and  heard 
their  tragic  tales  about  Hurricane  Katrina.  This  program  helped  me 
accept  the  fact  that  we  cannot  visit  these  places  and  expect  to  moke 
0 significant  impact  in  just  one  week.  However,  I was  able  to 
recognize  that,  during  these  types  of  endeavors,  we  often  gain 
more  than  we  give. 


Many  people  think  dancing  is  not  as  demanding  and  physically  taxing 
as  most  sports,  but  try  dancing  from  7:30  p.m.  -2:00  a.m.  the  week  of  a 
show  and  you  may  find  yourself  re-evaluating  your  opinion.  The  Loyola 
University  Donee  Company  is  one  of  the  hardest  working  organizations 
on  campus.  Their  most  recent  testament  to  that  was  their  spring 
showcase,  "Pop,  Drop  & Roll."  This  showcase  was  featured  three  times  in 
McManus  theatre  and  the  seats  were  nearly  sold  out  each  night.  It  was 
a fun-filled  performance  feafuring  a variety  of  different  dance  styles  at 
different  skill  levels.

Dr.Derrickson  studied  zoology  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  Madison  as 
an  undergrad.  He  continued  on  to  earn  his  PhD  in  biology  at  UPenn.  In 
graduate  schaol  he  investigated  the  topic  of  sexual  selection  in  bird  song 
by  fully  describing  pafferns  in  fhe  singing  behavior  of  norfhern 
mockingbirds.  While  working  af  the  Smithsonian  Institution  (National  Zoo), 
he  conducted  experiments  on  captive  mockingbirds  to  experimentally  test 
his  predictions.  However,  his  research  focus  took  a dramatic  turn  away 
from  song  and  into  parental  care.  Thus,  for  the  past  decade  he  has  been 
investigating  the  costs  and  benefits  to  various  approaches  of  parental 
care  that  birds  provide. 

His  wife  Elissa  (the  other  Dr.  Derrickson)  came  to  Loyola  first.  He  was  an 
adiunct  at  Loyola  periodically  while  he  continued  working  at  the 
Smithsonian.  Then,  he  was  hired  as  a fulltime  tenure-trackfaculty  member 
in  1993.  He  was  thrilled  about  this  opportunity,  as  he  had  always  pictured 
himself  working  at  a liberal  arts  institution  that  focused  mainly  on  the 
students  but,  at  the  same  time,  also  required  the  faculty  to  remain 
research-active.  When  asked  about  his  favorite  part  about  Loyola,  Dr. 
Derrickson  spoke  of  seeing  fhe  fransformafion  fhey  undergo  during  their 
four  years  here.  While  most  arrive  uncertain,  sometimes  confused,  and 
occasionally  even  scared,  fhey  ulfimately  leave  mature,  focused,  and  able 
fo  express  fheir  views  with  passion  and  precision.  He  stated,  "Working 
closely  with  students,  especially  having  them  collaborate  on  research  with 
you,  is  a phenomenal  experience."  In  addition,  he  expressed  genuine 
admiration  towards  his  colleagues  and,  despite  their  diverse  views,  stated 
that  professors  share  a sfrong  desire  fo  help  Loyola  continue  to  improve. 

Dr.  Derrickson  has  other  interests  outside  the  classroom,  too.  For  instance, 
he  professed  fhaf  traveling  with  students,  whether  on  afternoon  field  trips, 
overnight  camping  trips,  or  the  10-day  ecosystem  course,  have  allowed 
him  to  truly  get  to  know  his  students  - both  the  good  and  the  bad!  In  these 
situations,  the  conversations  overheard  are  enlightening  and  occasionally 
shocking.  He  said,  "Also,  unexpected  situations  can  arise  at  any  moment 
and  that  certainly  keeps  you  very  attentive.  A student  jumps  out  of  fhe 
motorized  canoe  on  fhe  flooded  Amazon  River  to  impress  a girl,  a student 
cuts  his  foot  climbing  among  the  catwalks  an  a Brazilian  hotel's  roof  af 
2am  (I  sfill  remember  the  unique  ring  of  a Brazilian  phone),  or  having  fo 
infervene  fo  keep  a studenf  from  being  arrested  by  a park  ranger  for 
throwing  snowballs  at  the  Kennedy  Center  are  just  a cauple  of  memories 
that  I can  now  recall  fondly.  Thanks  for  making  my  life  more  enjoyable, 
and  af  fimes  enterfaining."

I was  fortunate  enough  to  sit  in  the  sixth  row  to  hear  Tony  Blair, 
the  former  Prime  Minister  of  Great  Britain  and  Northern 
Ireland,  give  the  inaugural  speech  for  the  new  annual  lecture 
series.  This  series  about  global  awareness  was  endowed  by 
Ed  Hanway  - a member  of  the  Class  of  1974  and  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  - and  his  wife  Ellen.  To  kick  off  the 
event,  Hanway  introduced  the  program  and  encouraged  the 
audience  to  strive  for  success  in  life,  but  then  give  back  to  the 
community  that  gave  you  the  chance  to  do  so.  Next,  Father 
Linnane  spoke  briefly  of  the  energy  behind  Blair's  new  ideas 
and  noted  that  Loyola  certainly  set  the  bar  high  with  such  an 
influential  speaker.  He  proclaimed  his  genuine  delight  in 
welcoming  Blair  to  Loyola  to  speak  particularly  to  the  1,300 
students  present  - making  up  one  third  of  the  audience  - 
about  becoming  both  leaders  and  innovators  in  today's 
world. 


Blair  recognized  the  presence  of  our  Jesuit  values  here  at 
Loyola,  such  as  our  willingness  to  serve  others.  He  also 
praised  our  study  abroad  program  and  advised  students  - 
two-thirds  of  whom  go  abroad  - to  explore  the  world  that  he 
finds  to  be  "an  infinitely  fascinating  place."  However,  the  bulk 
of  Blair's  speech  focused  on  the  global  challenges  of  political 


leadership  today,  caused  by  both  globalization  and 
technological  advancements.  He  discussed  the  "scale, 
scope,  and  speed  of  change"  and  urged  leaders  to  avoid 
giving  in  to  short-term  pressures  and,  rather,  to  follow  policies 
that  align  with  the  long-term  interests  of  their  citizens. 
Likewise,  Blair  asserted  that  global  powers  should  assist 
developing  countries  in  their  pursuits  for  democracy,  which 
he  delineated  as  a way  of  thinking  more  so  than  a form  of 
government. 

Although  the  lecture  only  lasted  for  an  hour,  by  the  end  I had 
a strong  grasp  of  Blair's  optimistic  and  cheery  disposition.  His 
public  speaking  skills  were  always  apparent,  which  he 
combined  with  some  less  serious  remarks,  such  as  a 
reference  to  his  guest  appearance  on  the  Simpsons.  During 
the  Q&A  session,  moderated  by  Professor  Marianne  Ward, 
Blair  honored  the  late  Margaret  Thatcher  who  passed  away 
the  day  before,  and  noted  her  enduring  commitment  to 
freedom.  Blair  professed,  "There  is  a human  spirit  that  lends 
itself  to  progress."  Overall,  he  effectively  urged  his  listeners  to 
be  tolerant  and  open-minded  in  order  to  reach  a desired 
state  of  global  peace  and  harmony.

Upon  my  return  to  America, 
I will  continue  to  value  the  life  lessons,  loving  relationships, 
and  cherished  memories  I have  created  throughout  my 
abroad  experience.  No  matter  how  far  away  I am  from 
Africa,  I will  always  have  a piece  of  Ghana  with  me.

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This  enriching  program  has  been  a Loyola  tradition  for  the  past 
fifteen  years.  CCSJ  organizes  this  10-day  immersion  program 
in  arder  to  offer  dedicated  students  a chance  to  step  out  of  their 
comfort  zones  and  recognize  the  intrinsic  value  of  first-hand 
service  experiences.  This  year,  the  team  consisted  of  9 
undergrad  studenfs  and  5 grad  sfudents,  in  addifion  to  specific 
faculty  members.  The  program  involves  an  intense  selection 
process  and  applicants  are  expected  to  exhibit  clear  motivation 
as  well  as  a true  commitment  to  the  exploration  ofsocial  justice 
issues.  Although  the  team  spent  most  of  fheir  fime  in  San 
Salvador,  fhey  did  visif  a rurol  community  located  on  the 
outskirts  of  fhe  capifal  city.  There,  the  participants  lived 
alongside  host  families,  participating  in  their  daily  routines  and 
witnessing  the  people's  triumphs  and  challenges. 

Even  though  the  team  members  meet  together  throughout  the 
academic  year  for  reflecfion  periods,  team-building  exercises, 
and  fundraising  events,  the  main  focus  of  the  program  involves 
the  educational  benefits  of  visiting  a different  community. 
Participants  ascertain  new  knowledge  about  both  issues 
facing  fhe  Salvadoran  people  as  well  as  work  being  done  in 
fhe  counfry  by  various  institufions,  i.e.  the  government. 
Ultimately,  team  members  gain  a new  perspective  by  learning 
about  the  unique  social  justice  themes  specific  to  El  Salvador. 
Participants  walk  away  from  fhe  trip  hoping  to  help  these 
underprivileged  people  stand  up  for  themselves  in  the  fight  for 
justice  and  also  assuming  responsibility  to  bring  about  change 
throughout  their  own  lives,  both  at  and  beyond  Loyola.

Following  their  record-setting  season  in  2012,  the  nnen's  basketball  teann  had  high  expectations  entering  their  final  season 
in  the  MAAC  conference.  As  pre-season  favorites  to  win  the  league,  and  with  three  players  named  ta  All-MAAC  pre- 
season teams,  the  Hounds  had  a target  on  their  back  throughaut  the  season.  The  team  finished  their  AAAAC  season  with 
an  11-7  record,  behind  All-MAAC  first-teamers  Erik  Etherly  and  Dylon  Cormier.  This  record  was  good  enough  to  secure  the 
Hounds  a three  seed  for  the  conference  tournament  in  Springfield,  MA.  The  team  eventually  made  it  to  the  2013  NCAA 
Tournament,  accumulating  a record  of  21-11.  Because  of  their  overall  success,  the  team  was  invited  to  play  in  the  College 
Insider  Tournament.  There,  they  advanced  ta  the  elite  eight  after  home  wins  against  Boston  University  and  Kent  State.  The 
season  came  to  an  end  in  Greenville,  North  Carolina  as  the  Hounds  fell  to  East  Carolina  University.  The  2012-2013  Hounds 
ended  with  a 23-12  record,  featuring  the  second  highest  number  of  wins  in  school  history.  History  was  also  made  by  way 
of  senior  guard,  Robert  Olson,  who  set  the  Loyola  recard  of  games  played  with  127.  Graduate  student  Anthany  Winbush 
finished  his  career  with  123  games  played,  gaad  for  third  all  time.  Olson  added  another  milestone  to  his  career  notching 
his  1,000th  point  in  January  only  to  be  joined  by  Cormier  and  Etherly  who  both  scored  their  1,000th  points  just  15  days  later 
at  Fairfield.  The  successful  season  marked  the  second  straight  20-win  season  for  the  Greyhounds,  totaling  47  aver  the  past 
two  years.  Following  the  season,  the  Loyola  community  found  out  that  after  145  wins  here,  Jimmy  Patsos,  the  well-known 
and  liked  coach,  would  be  leaving  to  take  the  head  coach  position  at  Siena.  Although  he  is  leaving  after  nine  years,  his 
legacy  will  live  on  our  campus  forever.

Going  into  this  year  we  knew  things  were  going  to  be  a little  different.  This  was  the  first  tinne  in  a while  our  team 
would  need  to  fill  the  spots  of  three  graduated  seniors.  In  addition,  our  schedule  was  probably  the  strongest  in 
school  history.  We  also  knew  that  a target  was  on  our  backs  since  this  was  our  last  year  in  the  MAAC.  We  had 
won  the  MAAC  Championship  the  previous  five  years,  and  wanted  nothing  more  than  to  end  our  time  in  the 
conference  with  a sixth-straight  title.  That  being  said,  we  knew  other  schools  did  not  want  us  to  finish  on  top. 
Our  season  had  some  ups  and  downs  prior  to  the  MAAC  Championship,  but  everyone  felt  confident  we  could 
still  win  the  whole  way  through.
